HARVARD PRESIDENT 
FAVORS IMMIGRANTS 

— — 

Are Highly Intelligent but Poor- 
ly Educated — Urges Respect 
For Aliens 



•Urging upon Americans respect for 
t*e Immigrant and declaring that no 
greater mistake is made than the exer- 
cise by some Americans of contempt 
for the Incoming pleople, Dr. 
Oharles W. Eliot, president em- 
eritus of Harvard University, 
delivered an adrress on "The 
Citizen of To-morrow" at the evening 
session of the conference held at the 
Boston City Club Friday by the Stu- 
dent Christian Association of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. 

"These people who are entering the 
United States are highly Intelligent, 
though not highly educated," continued 
Dr. Eliot. He said they possess some 
characteristics which the Americans

The workers are en- 
couraged in make suggestions ami 
this serves to give them a personal 
Interest and creates enthusiasm, Ho- 
wards are given when suggestions are 
adopted and, In (he case of the Sleel 
corporation, the majority of the most 
useful suggestions have been found 
tc come from the men. 

The "safety first" system has also 
been Installed among the employees of 
many American railroads anil there too 
the adoption of the movement has been 
followed by n nmrked diminution In 
the number of accidents. 

Education and co-operation on the 
part of the men have agnln been 
found essential for the successful car- 
rying out of this movement. In some 
cases It has been, at the outset, re- 



cilty by the employees, When they 

have realized, however, that the whole 
aim and object of this movement Is 
to benefit tho workers, they have be- 
come enthusiastic supporters of the 
new system. 

The railway accidents which this 
system chiefly obviates are the little 
accidents, the things that happen ev- 
ery day lo tho men who are Jumping 
on pilots of engine's or performing any 
one of the hundreds of small opera- 
tions necessary In railway work. 
This movement has now been thor- 
oughly tried out In the United States 
or the Chicago and Northwestern Hall- 
road. During eighteen months a re- 
duction of 5| ].2 per cent, was ef- 
fected In the deaths and a reduction 
of 42 1-2 per cent. In the Injuries. 

Prom the economic standpoint the 
prevention of accidents Is also a merit 
Crlous movement. The financial sav- 
ing has more than warranted the out- 
lay of large sums of money which 
the Installation of "safety first" sys- 
tems has necessitated. In the case 
of the steel corporation a reduction or 
41! per cent. In the annual loss from 
accidents has already been effected 
and In a financial sense this repre- 
sents a saving of over Î2,000.l)00 to the 
Community, while It also means a gain 
li' working time to the company. 

This movement Is well worthy of 
government supi>ort and the efforis of 
the Individual corporations should be 
furthered In every way possible. The 
suggestion was recently put forward 
that a Hallway Accident Commission 
should be formed in the States. The 
Idea might well be borrowed by Can- 
ada, though It would doubtless be bet- 
ter to crete a 'safety" first" commis* 
slon. Of all the humanitarian move- 
ments which have taken place of re- 
cent years "safety first" is undoubt- 
edly proving to be the most far reach- 
ing In Its effects and It Is to be hoped 
that all Canadian railways and Indus- 
trial corporations will adopt this sys- 
tem as It has now been thoroughly 
(fled out and Its effectiveness has been 

amply demonstrated.

rect English and the use thereof. The standard demanded of the 
man or women entering upon school teaching is high enough in every 
other way, but teachers, who are thoroughly capable otherwise, are 
themselves handicapped by the fact that their own preparatory 
training was deficient in this respect and as a result, they in their 
turn do not possess that knowledge of cultivated English which they 
should have in order to exert a proper influence upon their pupils. 
The secondary cause is found in the college course where the lack 
of training shown by the student, due to his preparatory instruction, 
or rather lack of instruction, is all too often glossed over with the re- 
sult, that, as far as ability to express himself is concerned, the aver- 
age student is frequently but little better off when he leaves college 
than when he entered it. As only a very small proportion of the 
students who attend preparatory schools ever reach the university, it 
would seem that the latter institution might well make some new and 
pronounced effort to give those who do a suitable and really prac- 
tical training in the use of their own language. The defects of home

know very little, as those features of college life with which they 
are in any way familiar have been so often distorted in their pre- 
sentment that the ideas they convey and the impressions they con- 
jure up are far from the truth. In popular fiction the American 
university is portrayed chiefly as a place where football and other 
'sports are the chief aims of undergraduate existence. In the drama, 
the comedy and the musical comedy, the rah rah boy is almost as 
'familiar a stage type as the monoclcd. deliberate-voiced English 
aristocrat or the shrewd, mercenary minded son of Israel; while in 
the columns of the daily papers the collegian all loo often appears 
in the guise of a hoodlum who has offended against those ordin- 
ances which regulate conduct in public places. 

At practically every university on this continent the position 
occupied by the student body is a peculiar one. The undergrad- 
uates may at one and the same time be said to represent a distinctly 
individual state approaching the republic in many ways. In mat- 
ters academical the students urc in no Wei V their own masters but 
over the other phases of undergraduate life they may be said to ex- 
ercise almost complete control. At the present time, at almost all the 
larger colleges, the students have their own representative, under- 
graduate, governing body. This council elected by ballot, 
handles matters of finance, and in many cases also possesses disci- 
plinary powers. The students also frequently own and operate 
miniature department stores; ihey stage dramatic and musical com- 
edy, productions that are written by undergraduates, and the col- 
lege world has its lodges and secret societies in the form ol fraterni- 
ties. 

The parallel, however, may be drawn even farther than this, 
for, in addition to all the above mentioned features, there is at every 
college' on this continent a publication of some kind or other and at 
some of the great universities there arc often three or four. Upon 
consideration of the fact that there are some five hundred periodic- 
als and newspapers at the different colleges and that these arc in 
the majority of cases, owned and edited by the undergraduates, it

There is urgent 
need for the establishment of some such school on this side of the 
holder as there is, with one slight exception, no direct effort being 
made along these lines at any Canadian college. The exception 
icfeired to is that of the Ontario Agricultural College at Guclph, 
where the authorities have seen fit to introduce a short course of lec- 
tures in agricultural journalism. This is a step in the right direc- 
tion.
